W e have offered substantial increases 
in wages. 
For instance, we give con­ 
ductors between Montreal and Port­ 
land an Increase from $110 to $125; 
between Montreal and Rockville from 
$90 to $140 a month; between Mon­ 
treal and Toronto from $110 to $140, 
and baggagemen from $70 to $85 and 
brakemen from $55 and $60 to $80. 
"O n mileage rates

2.90 to 3.36 cents a mile and brake­ 
men from 1.90 to 2.25 cents. 
“ On the runs between Montreal and 
Ottawa conductors are raised 
from 
$110 to $140 a month, baggagemen 
from $75 to $85 and so on. 
"W h en I put this to the men I said 
that if they did not think it satisfac­ 
tory I was willing to go to the arbi­ 
tration of a board of expert railw ay 
men as to whether or not the propo­ 
sition was fair and would be willing 
to abide by their decision.

“ Signal's ‘place net d e ­ 
fense. 
sir!’ ” 
be cries. 
“Out nets!" 
baw ls 
the com m ander. 
“O ut nets!’ 
shout the b oatsw ain 's mates. 
In sta n t­ 
ly hordes of men d ash a t th e n eat roll 
of w ire nets lying on the shelf round 
the ship and push it overboard. 
One 
edge being field in place, it unrolls as 
it falls, m aking a veil on the side. 
“Clear th e net shelf!" 
T he men v an ­ 
ish. 
"M an the pun iase!’’ 
Som ew here 
above a bugle bl ies out a “Ct." 
T he marines, 
.nailing large bearing 
out spars, shove the upper ends of the 
booms, from which the nets hang, out­ 
board. T hey revolve slowly ab o u t their 
low er ends, which are near the w ater 
line anil, hauled by the steam capstan 
on one side and the seam en on the 
p urchase on th e other, extend th em ­ 
selves a t right angles to the hull. 
"B reak !” bellows th e com m ander, aud 
a signalm an Jerks the halyards. 
A 
red. w hite and blue pendant, hitherto 
w aiting in a ball at the topsail y a rd ­ 
arm , breaks from Its confinement anil 
Heats out on the breexe, aunounclng 
to all and sundry th at the ship has 
finished th e evolution and Is now pro­ 
tected from torpedo atta c k 
by 
her 
crincline of nets. 
“ F irst ship, sir,” re­ 
ports the signal boatsw ain, and the 
men. once m ore a t their general s ta ­ 
tions, grin contentedly an d m ake con­ 
tem ptu ou s com m ents on the struggles 
of the rem ain der of th e fieet. 
T here 
is a short pause till these are ended; 
then an other hoist rises from the flag­ 
ship's bridge. 
“ In nets!” Is the order, 
and the sh ip ’s com pany is once more 
galvanized into action. 
Amid a scene 
of orderly confusion th e huge booms 
return to position, sh ut back against 
the ship’s side, the brails which pass 
beneath 
nets every few y a rd s are 


m anned, all hands baul w ith a will, 
th e m ass of steel m eshes Is rolled up 
and secured on its shelf, and the bright 
pendant 
at 
tile topsail 
y a rd arm 
is 
again broken by the signalm an. 
A short “Stand easy!" follows, soon 
ended by another signal. “C lear for 
act iou!" 
To the mind of the bew ilder­ 
ed 
spectator 
pandem onium 
follows. 
But it is only in appearance. 
Each 
m an know s w hat he has to do and 
does it. 
E n der the onslaught of the 
seam en davits, stanchions, rails, stove­ 
pipes—in fact, all things th a t can pos­ 
sibly restrict the lire of tile g u ns—d is­ 
ap p ear with ii rapidity that gives the 
im pression of their being m ow ed dow n; 
skylights are m asked by steel hatches. 
boats are turned in and secured, anil 
iii tw o or three m inutes the decks are 
stripped hare and the men again fall­ 
en in. aw aitin g the order to replace 
gear. 
This done—a longer Job. but 
still 
accomplished 
with celerity—tin* 
last and most exciting signal of the 
forenoon 
appears "A w ay 
all 
boats' 
crew s; pull round the fleet.” 
T h e men tum ble into their boats at 
the davits, the hoverers pay out the 
lulls, and in a few m om ents the c u t­ 
ters. 
whalers, gigs and gulleys are 
pulling for d ear life. a m idshipm an in 
ch arg e of each. 
On the a fte r bridge 
th e com m ander, 
w aving 
tw o 
small 
hand 
flags which control the huge 
steam derrick, is lifting the pinnace 
aud launch from the boat deck aud 
depositing them in th e w ater. 
Men 
dro p iuto 
them. double and 
treble 
banking the long oars, and soon these 
ure iMjunding a fte r the lighter bouts. 
T h e evolution is a race, ship against 
ship. 
W ho will have the first boat 
back? 
W ho will have all bouts buck 
aud hoisted first? 
Midshipmen, prob­ 
ably w ith bets on the m atter, are u rg ­ 
ing their crew s on. 
E very man Is 
p utting nis back into It for the honor 
of Ills ship. t Telescopes w atch prog­ 
ress from all th e vessels of the fleet. 
H ere com es the galley—the cap tain ’s 
boat, manned by a picked crew anil 
d ancing through the w ater under the 
long sw eeping strokes of the o u rs— 
first boat back. 
Again the tricolor- 
eil pendant files out. au d the captain ’s 
“doggie" (m idshipman! cllmlm out of 
the galley's stern sheets, beam ing nil 
over his boyish countenance. 
T h e boats are hoisted tis they return, 
the men left on bourd m anning the 
fails and running aw ay w ith them to 
the sound of the ship's band playing 
on th e shelter deck. 
Presently all Is 
squure again. 
The boatsw ain's mates 
pipe “ H ands carry on smoking." 
The 
forenoon’s drills are aver, and officers 
and 
men alike are in good humor. 
proud of the final signal received from 
the all pow erful flagship: 
“Evolutions 
sm artly 
perform ed." —

C anvas Tents, 
W hich 
Were 
Absolutely Snow Proof. 
"A m an ’s first night in a canvas tent 
in the uretic Is likely lo lie rath er 
w akeful.” says C om m ander P eary In 
H a m p to n ’s. 
"T he Ice m akes m ysteri­ 
ous noises, tile dogs bark and fight o u t­ 
side the tent, w here they are tethered, 
and as three Eskim os and one white 
man usually occupy a small tent and 
th e oil stove is left burning all night 
the air. n otw ith stan din g th e cold, is 
not overpure, and som etim es the Eski 
mos begin ch anting to the spirits id 
th eir ancestors in the middle of I he 
night. 
Sometimes, too. tile new m an’s 
nerves are tried by hearing wolves 
howl in tin* distance. 
“T he tents a re specially made. They 
are of lightw eight canvas, and the 
floor of the tent is sew ed directly into 
it. 
T he fly is sew ed up, a circular 
opening in it ju st large enough to a d ­ 
mit ti man. and th a t opening fitted 
w ith a circular flap, which is closed by 
a d raw strin g , m aking the tent abso­ 
lutely snow proof. 
An ordinary tent 
w hen th e snow la Hying would be filled 
in no time. 
“Tin* tent Is pyram idal, w ith one pole 
in th e center, and the edges are usual­ 
ly held dow n by th e sledge runners or 
by snow shoes used as ten t pegs. 
The 
men sleep on th e floor In their clothes 
with a m usk ox skin or a couple of 
deerskins w rapped arou nd them. 
“T h e 
kitchen 
box 
for our sledge 
Journeys is simply a wooden box con­ 
taining tw o double bu rner oil stoves 
w ith four Inch wicks. 
T he tw o cook­ 
ing pots are the bottom s of five gallon 
coal oil tins fitted w ith covers. 
W hen 
packed they are turn ed bottom side up 
over each stove, and the hinged cover 
of the wooden box Is closed. 
“On reaching camp, w h ether ten t or 
snow 
Igloo, the kitchen box is set 
dow n inside. 
Tho top of the box is 
tu rned up and keeps tho heat of the 
stove from melting the wall of th e 
Igloo or burning thy tent. 
The hinged 
front of the box is fu m ed dow n aud 
form s a table. 
T he tw o cooking pots 
are fibril with pounded ice and put on 
the stove. 
W hen the ice m elts one pot 
Is used for tea and the other m ay be 
used t< 
w arm beans or to boil m eat if 
there L any. 
"E ach man bas a q u a rt cup for tea 
aud a 
hunting knife 
which serves 
m any purposes. 
H e does not carry a 
fork, and one teaspoon is considered 
quite enough for a party of four. Each 
m an helps him self from the pot—sticks 
in his knife and fishes ou t a piece of 
meat. 
"T he theory of field work is th a t 
there shrill bo tw o m eals a day. one 
in the m orning and one a t night. 
As 
the days grow short th e meals are ta k ­ 
en before light and a fte r d ark, leaving 
th e period of light entirely for work 
Som etim es it Is necessary to travel 
tw en ty-fo ur hours w ithout stopping for 
food."
